The southern rail approach to 
the bridge, built under a $1,500,- 
000 bond issue item, will be com- 
pleted in about a week. However, 
some comparatively minor work 
must be done on the tracks of the 
bridge proper, which have stood 
idle for years. This work will 
be done before Aug. 1, city offi- 

_cials said. The southern approach 
will largely benefit the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway, but the old west- 
ern approach has a direct connec- 
tion with the Terminal’s yards.

Governor Says $60,000

The Governor pointed out that 
the bill provided the $60,000 should 
be expended in purchase of land 
and a building and that the bu'ld- 
ing In question was not svited fur 
a place for tubercular patienta. 

The bill. made no provizcion for 


the necessary repairs and altera- 


tions and no provision for e julpe 
necessary additional con- 
ctio:

Riverside Drive on South. 

“On the South Side we plan a 
two-and-a-half-mile drive, about 
all that can be done _ there. 
We hope to extend Third street 
elevated highway to the proposed 
park north of Merchants’ Bridge, 
but that cannot be considered a 
riverside drive because it can’t get 
close enough to the river. The 
South Side drive can be close— 
below the bluffs, so as not to in- 
terfere with the view from the 
property there, but high enough. 
Along this drive there might be 
one or two new small parks. From 
Bellerive Park, the southern end 
of the Kingshighway system, we 
are planning a widened = street 
through Jefferson Barracks and on 
down the river as part of the outer 
park system. 

“The outer park system is still 
very much of a dream but we hope 
to get 25,000 acres of land outside 
the city for it. It is our hope that 
we can acquire most of the Mera- 
mec Valley and in that valley have 
at least one lake of good size, not 
a pond. We hope to acquire prop- 
erty along the Missouri also and 
on down the Mississippi below the 
mouth of the Missouri. 

“It has beén thought to include 
the outer parks in the proposed 
city bond issue, but we have found 
a law that has been on the books 
about 25 years and copied else- 
where, enabling the city and the 
county to combine and present a 
petition to the Governor asking for 
creation of a park board. The 
board would have power to acquire 
and operate parks and their con- 
nections, independently of the 
bonding power of the city and 
county (by issuing bonds as a sep- 
arate district). Circulation of a 
petition for the board should go 
along simultaneously with the pro- 
posed city bond issue.”
